IG she solved and gave the correct an- 
swers without hesitation. It was 
found that the question must be askod 
in a peculiar way, for instance: "Two 
65B,'''not "two times 65," "four 793," 
not "four times 7!)." Put in tho us- 
ual way .she sooined to bo eonfusud. 
Hor father asl;ed her h iw she did it. 
She refused to say anything for some- 
time, but finally said, "Ciod tells mo." 
Sho apparently performs those foals 
without much thought and by tho in- 
tuition of genius. She is a hoakhy 
little body, with largo Ijlack eyes and 
slightly auburn hair. Education has 
done nothing foT her. Nature has 
undoubtedly given her remarkable ui)- 
titude.— "Troy Times."

" Let us Have Peace- " 

"Whatever difference o*f opinion mdy 
exist as to the f ailm-e of the Dominion 
Government to common ce the ".Esqui- 
malt-Nanaimo Bailway, there can be 
no-question that the continual as- 
saults upon Canada by the local Gov- 
ernment organs are seriously injuring 
the Province and retarding its -pvo- 
gress. Thevrhole bent" and aim of 
those jouiuals appears to be to hector 
iMicl iuceuso Mr. Mackenzie and his 
colleagues, in j^laco of trying to nirive 
at a Pfttisiiictory aetUeuieiil, of the. dil- 
ferouccs which have alroiuly wrought 
much injury to the rroviuco. liic 
experience of the ])a9t twelve mouths 
has shown that nothing cim be gain- 
ed by abuse. On the conlrnry, it is 
now known that the failure of the t-.vo 
Governments to woric in liannony has 
been productive of great disastur to 
the Proviuco, by delaying the prose- 
cution of tlie great [lublic works pro- 
mised U8 under Confederation. We 
have always believed that tlie appeal 
to England was a huge bhnuUr; antl 
there are few people in the Provinee 
who, with the results of that ajjiieul 
before thera, do not now share in thai 
belief. If the mission bruiiglit any - 
thing save expense, delay and disap- 
pointment, we should like to si e 
it. If it has advanced the 
Bftilway or Dry Dock work a single font, 
enhanced the value of real estate a siu^'lc 
dollar, or assisted the (lespiiirinpt farmers 
of the interior to move a hoof of stook or 
a pounil of flour neiiriT a inarliot W(> 
Bhould bo ghvil -o know it. Tlio fnot is, 
the policy of tlie Loeiil (i DVeruiiiciit in 
dealing w.tli the Dominion liiis been a 
dead failure. Wo believe that the enn- 
Btituenciea generally are quite ulive to 
the fact that BOtbing can bo gained by 
quarreling with and insnlting Canada. 
The very party whose good crnccH our 
Government court voted iigiiiu.^t tho 
Island Railway and dcfeateil it, thus 
showing the utter hoUowuess of their 
profess'ons of friendship whoa our split 
occurred with Mi. Mackenzie. It is 
plain, from this incident, that we can- 
not trust the CoDBervatives. There is no 
"city of refuge" among tho Cou.serva- 
tives — every Rate is closei! against us in 
that strongliold. And what strikes us as 
most singular at tiie present tiaio i-i tliat 
no efTort has been made l)y tlie i ncil 
Government towards composing tlie dif- 
fioalty with Canada. The miseiable re- 
sults of shaking their fi.sts in Mr. Mae- 
konzie'a face baa been already sketohr.b 
• and we are surprised tliat a ciianj;!' in 
attitude and policy has not long iitin 
taken place. We cannot understand why 
tho Local Goverumeut organs, whieli 
Lave attacked and .'oUowed the Oitawu 
Government like 8leath-hounds,ba-'e not 
been called o3f and muzzled by their 
owners. We e.'^nnot luuler.stand why tho 
admis.Hion of ]\Ir. lil.iko tu tlie C'uliinet 
should be reganled as an cvulcncc of lui- 
friendliresB on tho part of tlu- Ottuwa 
Government towards iJritish (Joluniliiii, 
for if our conto-iiporaries will read Mr. 
Slake's speech at Aurora they will dis 
cover that he referred to tlie originid 
and not to tho now terms as iiii|)(c-sililn 
of fullibiient. If they will search the 
report of the deliato in the Senatf! n]ioii 
the Es(iuinialt Knihvay Ilill ih.y uill 
discover that it was the refusal ol Mi-. 
Walkem to legislate upon the new terms, 
and not the intrigues of Mr. Mackenzie, 
that caused tho death of that measure. 
At the very moment that tlie organs are 
continuing their attacks liritish Coluni 
bia is trying to convince Cimada ti'.i* ihe 
$250,000 promised for tho Dry D.jck is a 
Z>o«iti and nat a loan, and i.M a.iking (,'.1 
nada to loan ber nearly SI, 000, 000 for 
public improvements. Is it wise, is it 
politic to continue these attacks? What 
biisiness man woulii wi-!i to oiien an ac- 
count with anothei' '.tIio hail ;ill:e:l;. il his 
credit and liia respectability ? (iov. rn- 
uieuts ace but an aggre^^atien of men, 
after all — susceptible to tho sunic influ- 
ences and the same feelings as iiulividu- 
als. What Dulpable folly, then, it is to 
continue this miserable quarrel. Tho 
country w;in!s i!"ace mul the lile.ssiuLrs 
that flow from ivacf. It wants a polii'v 
of conciliation iidopted in place of a pull 
cy of aggression, distrust and abuse. It 
wants men at its head who, while they 
will firmly insist upon the engagements 
of Canada being carrieil out, will never- 
tholuBS meet her in a .sjiirit of ooiieilin 
Hioil — who, iiititea.l of llie clenchi-il li ,1 , 
will o.xtend to hnr llie right h m.l of 
lowship and will make an lionust, oariu'sl 
effort to come to an undorstaudiug with 
her. "Let us have peace."

■which tho Isabel floated ofT and returned 
to town iibont I p. m. yesterday. The 
Grappler towed tlio bark to HaBlings 
Mill where she will be hove down and re- 
plkired. *Tbe Isabel will bare to go on 
(^1^ ways, hut it ia hoped that neither 
▼e'ssel' ia very seriously injured. Tho 
aooident is attributable to bad pilotage.

In order to pacify tho Indiana 
numerous presents have been given them, 
aud the authorities havo lin.tlly conclnd- 
od to comply with tho demand of the In- 
dians to havo the body of thoir chief re- 
turned to them. The remains were placed 
on board the California, which left here 
for Sitka last Wednesday.

the Atlautic on tho barren wastes of 
the interior. "K" writes an interest- 
ing letter to the Alhtnttum on the efiTect 
which the comiiletion of this scheme 
would havo on tho climate of Europe, 
and iioiiits out tiic conflicting interests 
of I'juropo and A'rica in this respect. 
We have all hoard of the enterprising 
Yankee, alHicted with Anglophobia, 
who proi^osed to put an end to the ad- 
vancing civilization of tho British Isles 
by turniug oiT the (iiilf Hlreain; but 
"K" shows that tlio design for ame- 
liorating tho condition of Africa is at- 
tended with even more frightful con- 
sequences to the leading na- 
tions of the world. The perma- 
nent snow lino of Europe is at present 
far higher than it was at no very dis- 
tant past time, and in tlioso years when 
the hot winds of Africa blow continu- 
ously for loiigthened jjeriods, the al- 
titude of this line increases and the 
glaciers of Europe retreat further up' 
their valleys. If it bo true that the 
mnximum of snow and ice in South 
Enrv>]io occurred \vhon the Sahara was 
an inland sea, tho dcstnictiou of tho 
source of the hot winds cannot ia.\ to 
be followed by oonaequencos disas- 
trous in the extreme, Should the 
feasibility of tho Stdiara scheme be 
(■.stabjisliod, it will bo inouinbeiit on 
tho learned societies of Europe to sub- 
mit this matter to an exhaustive discus- 
sion. 

A oooi) deal of curiosity has boon 
caused in society by tho sluiost total 
withdrawal tliernforni of the Prince of 
Wales, who of late, unliko tho traditional 
British army, has been nowhere and don* 
nothing. His health is of course tbe 
olllcial excuse, but soma wiseacres are 
not ooutented with thin reason, and 
canards of all sorts aro in season. Ono 
rathor amusing one apropos of His Royal 
Uighnsss' recent joarnoy to Italy was 
that ho was takon there by his fraternal 
anxiety to stop a marriage which it was 
rumored was to take place botween { the 
Duke of Oonnanght and a fair Italian 
whom ho had encountered in bis Egyp- 
tian tour.

The I^oss of tlie Steamship 
Vioksbnrc:, 

A Now York dispatch of JunolO.h- 
contains tbe following: 

Tho stea.nship State of Germany, 
which arrived this forenoon, brought 
fivto ■ Boamon of the Dominion line 
steamship Vicksburg, from Montreal 
for Liverpool, which was sunk by ico 
onlaesday, June Ist. The men woro 
picked up Juno 5th, nearly dead from 
exposure. They tell a fearful talo of 
distress. Other boats wero lauuchod 
with a largo number of persons, but 
the greater number were seen to. perr 
ish without getting into the boats. 
Tho Vicksburg went down iu tho 
midst of the ice, and the boats were • 
surrounded by icebergs and a field of 
ice when picked up. Tho other boats 
have not yet been heard from. 

The five men rescued had their feet 
very much swollen, so much so that 
thoir boots had to bo out from their 
feet. They are still suffering from 
their groat expo.sure.but recovering as 
fast as could be expected. ! 

JAMES CBOWLEY's STATEMENT. 

Wo loft Quebec Thursday, May 27, 
with a crew of sixty men and eight sa- 
loon passengers (five gentlemen and 
throe ladies) and about twenty in the 
steerage, of whom four were females. 
On May 30th we fell in with a field of 
ice and were soon surrounded. 
The ship stopped until daylight 
when we proceeded with but little ice 
in sight. At 9:30 p. m. Monday, all 
hands were called to shorten sail, and 
the ship was stopped among heavy ico. 
We proceeded at full speed to get 
clear of the ico. At II o'clock, at half 
speed, we struck the ice. The ship 
struck on the port quarter, carrying 
away the fans of the propeller, and a 
hole was knocked through tho plates ofi 
that quarter, through which tho ship 
made a great deal of nator. All hands 
wero then employed in heaving the 
cargo overboard. The second officer 
and" myself were taken from the cargo 
to clear away the boats. The Cap- 
tain ordered the forward wells sound- ' 
ed, and about six inches of water was 
found. Tho Captain called mo on the 
bridge and told me not to mind tbe 
boats, and then called everybody and 
told them to have no fears, ho could 
take the ship to St. Johns, The Cap- 
tain gave orders to launch tho boats 
with their respective crews, and told 
therntoboarin mind that the dis- 
tance from St. Johns was 120 miles 
northwest. I proceeded to launch 
No. 1, but it was capsized inloworing. 
She was full of water. O'Brien aud I 
bailed her partly out, when Gragon, 
Wilkinson and Williams jumped in. 
W^e could not hang on to the ship, ow- 
ing fo the sea on and the ice. O'Brien •. 
saw the Captain on the bridge beckon- 
ing tho boat back, we having drifted 
loO yards from the ship. Wo saw the 
second ofTicer's boat lowered and all 
clear, with nine hands and himself. 
The ship sank about 10 o'clock with 
about thirty people. O'Brien, after 
the ship went down, saw the Captain 
and some other persons floating on a 
bale of hay among tho wreckage. Wo 
tried to pick thom np, but, owing to tho 
boat being half full cf water, wore not 
ablp to do 80. Wo kept company with 
the other boats for about two hours and 
then lost sight of them. I think forty 
odd people with tbe Captain went down 
with the ship.
